Between the river and the T will 
be built seotional rooms, the first to be 
tilled with boulders, the second vacant, 
the third filled with pebbles, the fourth 
vacant, tbe fifth with sand, the sixth va- 
cant, and the seventh at the entrance to

Wayne, 
that will accomplish the above objects, 
providing euch contract shall be sub- 
mitted to this council for approval and 
that until such approval euid contract 
shall have no binding force upon the 
city. 


DISCUSSION. 


Aid. Durfee asked that the resolution 


lay over until the November meeting, 
but as there was no second, Aid. Gogerty 
moved the adoption of the resolution. 
Aid. Muzzy made remarks favoring the 
adoption of the resolution. Aid. Durfee 
wanted it understood that he was not op- 
posed to electricity, but that in his opin- 
ion the council should go slow in the mat- 
ter of expenditure of money beyond the 
limit, and he stated that at present 
electricity for street illumination was an 
experiment. He urged that there be no 
hurry in acting on the resolution, and 
that time be taken to consider tho ques- 
tion in all its bearing. 


Mr. McDonald, tbe representative of 


the Jenney company, being present, on 
invitation he addressed the council on 
the plan of placing a plant in Deoatnr. 
He stated that he had been in consulta- 
tion with the gas committee with refer- 
ence to lighting the city by electricity, 
and would suggest that a plant of eight 
electric light towers, each 1'25 feet high, 
and each with Ova lights at the top, and 
ten low lights, be purchased to properly 
light the city. He read testimonials en- 
dorsing the light and gave details BB to 
the construction of the plant. The plan 
is to have the engine at the water works; 
that the plant will cost the city 810,000 
and $2,000 for running expenses. Mr. 
McDonald stated that the company is 
ready to accept any reasonable obligation 
from the city, and that all the time want- 
ed for payment would be gt anted. 


Aid. Muzzy added a few remarks on 


the subject, stating the facilities for steam 
power for the plant at the water works 
were ample for the dynamos of 00 light 
power. 


Aid. Oakes remarked that the present 


cost of half lighting the city is 81,000 a 
year, and that if the city was properly 
illuminated by gas nnd gasoline, the ex- 
pense would reach nearly 88,000. He 
looked upon electricity as a lixture for 
street lighting. He thought there might 
be improvements iu nppliaucps, but he 
didn't believe that Deoatur should wait 
until eome neighboring city of enterprise 
should get o light so bright that it would 
give us free illumination. 


THK VOTE. 


On the call of ayes ond nnys on the 


motion to adopt tho resolution, Aldermen 
Gogerty, Oakee, McOlellnu, Muzzy, Fer- 
guson and Whitsel voted in the allirma- 
tive. Ehrman, who was undecided how 
to vote at present, said nay, and Durfee 
asted to be excused. It is understood 
bat both Starr and Wuyne are strongly 


favor of introducing electricity, and 


hey will undoubtedly swell the vote in
